The House Committee on the elec- 


tion of President and Vice-President, 
has agreed to report a bill providing 
for the election of United States Sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people. At 
present this duty is performed by the 
Legislatures of the several States, ex- 
cept when vacancies occur during the 
recess of the Legislature, in which 
event the Governor of the Strta is 
authorized to appoint a Senator who 
holds office until the Legislature con- 
venes. 


The constitution of the United States, 


Article 1, Section 3, provides that "the 
Senate of the United States shall be 
composed of two Senators from each 
Stutp, chosen by the Legislature there- 
of, for six years." It requires two- 
thirds of both Houses of Congress to 
submit an amendment to the Consti- 
tution to the people, and it must be 
ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the States or by conventions 
in three-fourths thereof, as may be 
proposed by 
Congress, to make it 


effective. 


There has of late years been a de- 


cided expression of public opinion in 
favor of electing Senators by direct 
vote of the people. The Legislatures 
of several States have adopted resolu- 
tions in favor of the change and State 
Conventions have also declared for it. 
Mitchell of Otvgo'i, Palmer of Illinois 
and several other Senators have spoken 
in Congress in favor of the amend- 
ment and it is prjbable that thb reso- 
lution proposed by the House Commit- 
tee will receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote to submit the ameuvlment 
to the several States for ratification.
